QUOTE FEDERAL LAW 
AS BAN ON EVIDENCE 


What Was Said at Congress 
Inquiry Held Inadmissible 
in Criminal Trial.

One of the most important legal 
clashes between opposing counsel in 
the Fall-Doheny conspiracy trial is ex- 
pected to mark the beginning of to- 
day's session in Justice Hoehling’s 
court. The question at issue—all-im- 
portant from a legal standpoint, though 
i$ will seriously affect the presentation 
of the government’s case—will be 
whether or not the record of Edward L. 
Doheny’s testimony before the Senate 
committee on public lands and surveys 
respecting the $100,000 loan can be ad- 
mitted as evidence. 

On January 24, 1924, thirteen months 
after the signing of the final contract 
involved in the indictment, Mr. Doheny 
appeared before the Senate committee 
and volunteered the information that 
he had loaned Mr. Fall $100,000 in No- 
vember, 1921. With the utmost frank- 
ness Mr. Doheny told of the incidents 
connected with the loan and Atlee 
Pomerene and Owen J. Roberts, the 
government's special counsel, want to 
submit the full record of Doheny’s 
story to the court. 


Government's Move Opposed. 


Frank J. Hogan, chief counsel for 
Doheny, has frequently indicated that 
he regards this testimony, voluntarily 
given, as favorable to his client, and it 
has been assumed that Mr. Hogan will 
endeavor to get the purport of it before 
the jury, either from the lips of Mr. 
Doheny himself or through some other 
method. But Mr. Hogan and the de- 
fense counsel vigorously oppose the 
government’s move to admit the record 
as evidence because they contend, that 
such a procedure is in plain violation 
of the revised statutes. Section 859 of 


New York Offer Is Made 
To Run Great Falls Plant 


Financiers Want Government to Develop Project Under 
Terms of Moore Bill—Zihlman to Confer With 


Norris, Who Opposes Plan. 


New York interests have offered to 
take over the operation of the Great 
Falls watre power project if it is de- 
veloped by the government under the 
terms of the Moore bill pending in 
Congress, it was learned yesterday. 
Chairman Zihlman, of the House 
District committee, who, with Repre- 
sentative Moore, of Virginia, is sponsor- 
ng the measure, plans to confer with 
Senator Norris, of Nebraska, in an 
effort to overcome the latter’s objec- 
tion to the measure in its present form. 
The bill provides that the govern- 
ment should develop the 845,000,000 
project, but that not a move should be 
made until private interests have guar- 
anteed its operation. New York in- 
terests have already approached Zihl- 
man in this connection. 

This stipulation is insisted upon by 
those sponsoring the measure in the 
House as a means of not leaving the 
government with another Muscle 
Shoals on its hands. At present it is 
the only difference between the House 
sponsors and Senator Norris. 

The senator is an out and out advo- 
cate of government development of the 


project and he is so much opposed to 
private development that he does not 
want a stipulation about private oper- 
ation to go in the bill authorizing its 
development. It is his attitude that 
the method of operation can be deter- 
mined later. 

The public may have come around 
to his point of view regarding water 
power development in the meantime. 

He succeeded two years ago in get- 
ting a bill through the Senate calling 
for straight-out development of the 
project by the government, but it was 
killed in the House. 

Aside from the attitude of the House, 
it is doubtful if the administration 
would consent to the measure without 
the guarantee of private operation, and 
there is no indication that it will ac- 
cept it even with the stipulation. As a 
matter of fact, the budget bureau turn- 
ed thumbs down on the measure in its 
present form at the last session. 

Zihlman plans to submit it again at 
this session. Regardless of the bu- 
reau’s attitude, if he can get Senator 
Norris’ acquiescence he plans to go

“No testimony given py a witness be- 
fore either House or before any com- 
mittee of either House of Congress shall 
be used as evidence in any criminal 
proceeding against him in any court 
except on a prosecution for perjury 
committed in giving such testimony. 
But an official paper or record pro- 
duced by him is not within the said 
privilege.” 

Thus, under ordinary circumstances 
at least, it would appear to be definite- 
ly established that Doheny’s testimony 
before the Senate committee could not 
be used against him. His willingness 
to waive might alter the case, it is 
contended in some quarters. 

Fall Has Not: Waived Immunity. 

But Fall has not waived immunity 
and, by the nature of the present con- 
spiracy charge, anything which affects 
the jury’s verdict as to the guilt or in- 
mocence of Doheny necessarily affects 
Fall because there are only two per- 
sons charged with conspiracy and the 
verdict of the jury applies equally to 
both. In other words, there is no such 
thing as one defendant being guilty of 
having entered into @ conspiracy with 
the other while the other is guiltless 
of any part in the conspiracy. 

Nevertheless, it is believed that the 
government’s counsel will seek to use 
the Doheny record before the Senate 
committee against Fall and not Doheny 
in an effort to get around the obstacle 
raised by section 859. 

The fact that there are only two 
defendants in this conspiracy charge 
admittedly makes the case unusual. In 
the Daugherty case, four persons were 
charged in the indictment with having 
conspired to defraud the government. 
Though two of them were dead, it 

- would have been possible for the jury 
to have convicted one and acquitted 
the other if the evidence had war- 
ranted it. 

When there are more than two per- 
sons charged with conspiracy, which 
is almost invariably the case, the evi- 
dence may show that certain of the 
persons indicted were guilty, whereas 
others were not, and evidence con- 
cerning one defendant may be used 
against the others though it may not 
be admissable. if it affects the status 
of the first defendant. 


Point as Viewed by Defense. 


But, it will be stressed by the de- 
fense, when two persons are charged 
with having conspired with each other, 
it is impossible to maintain that evi- 
dence affecting the jury’s opinion of 
the guilt or innocence of one has no 
effect on the other’s standing before 
the jury. 
The defense will also contend that 
Doheny’s testimony before the Senate 
committee occurred thirteen months 
after the last alleged overt act in the 
alleged conspiracy took place.

2 Brothers, Gangsters, 
and a Bystander Are 
Victims of Attack. 


HOME IS DYNAMITED 
IN HARRISBURG WAR 


Store Riddled With Bullets; 
Explosion Rocks Town; 
Faction Feud Blamed. 


Chicago, Nov. 25 (By A. P.)—The 
rat-a-tat-tat of a gangster machine 
gun and shotguns broke the Thanks- 
giving quiet of the Southside tonight, 
and when the smoke of the battle had 
cleared away, two notorious gangsters 
and a bystander lay wounded in the 
street, the result of a renewal of the 
war of extermination between rival 
bands of bootleggers and gangsters. 

The victims of tonight’s outbreak 
were Thomas and Charles O’Donnell, 
bootlegging gangster brothers of Ed- 
ward “Spike” O'Donnell, who has en- 
gaged in the “beer racket” here. The 
bystander who was wounded was 
Charles Barrett, and standing only a 
few feet from the scene of the shoot- 
ing was John Conroy, county assessor, 
who was unhurt. 

The battle was as spectacular as 
that staged in State street on the 
North Side a few weeks ago, when sev- 
eral gangsters were shot by rivals hid- 
den in an apartment building and 
armed with a machine gun. 


O’Donnells Are Cornered. 


The O’Donnell brothers were cor- 
nered by several men riding in an au- 
tomobile from which bristled the muz- 
zlies of a machine gun and several 
shotguns. 

Charles O'Donnell had left the home 
of Miss Margaret Burns in South Ash- 
land avenue and his brother, Tom, at 
the same moment came out of a cigar 
store across the street when the auto- 
mobile pulled up a few feet distant. 

One man leaped from the automo- 
bile with a shotgun and running across 
the street pointed it at Charles O’Don- 
nell and fired. As if the first shot were 
a signal, the occupants of the auto- 
mobile blazed away with shotguns and 
the machine gun, raking the street in 
the vicinity of O’Donnell’s with more 
than 100 shots while pedestrians scur- 
ried for cover. Charles O’Donnell fell 
at the first shot and Thomas was drop- 
ped in the fusillade, while one slug 
struck Barrett, a bystander. An auto- 
mobile owned by the O’Donnells, park- 
ed nearby was raked with bullets, but 
it was unoccupied. 

It was at first reported that there 
was also firing from a second automo- 
bile loaded with gangsters but the 
police were unable to verify the report. 


Charles Shot Through Back. 


Charles O’Donnell, shot through the 
back, was found in a hospital by the 
police. His condition is serious. Thomas 
was shot in the arm and his wound is 
not serious. He was taken to a hos- 
pital, where he refused to give any in- 
formation to the police, claiming he 
did not know his assailants. 

Barrett was struck in the right shoul- 
der, and said he knew nothing about 
the shooting.

Seattle, Wash., Nov. 25 (By A. P.).— 
Robbery was believed by police tonight 
to fave been the motive for the slay- 
ing of Mrs. Florence Monks, wealthy 
widow, whose body, strangled and 
beaten, was found stuffed behind the 
furnace in her homé here last night. 

Gems valued at $10,000, usually worn 
by the widow, were missing and her 
bodice torn where she often wore a dia- 
mond sunburst. The house had been 
ransacked, chests and drawers emptied. 
The body was found by the caretaker 
of Mrs. Monks’ country home. 

Mrs. Monks, who was twice a widow, 
was believed to have an estate worth 
$500,000. With her second husband, 
John J. Monks, she came to Seattle 
from New York five years ago. She had 
advertised her home here for sale, and 
officers advanced the theory that her 
assailant had gained admission by rep- 
resenting himself as a prospective 
buyer.

Men Were Working in Tunnel 
to Give Oakland a New 
Water dwnatie 


ARE BURIED UNDER DEBRIS 


San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 25 f*By A. 
P.).—Fourteen men were drowned to- 
day at Orinda, 15 miles east of Oakland, 
when the concrete tunnel they were 
constructing was flooded as the result 
of a cloudburst. 

The men were working on the Moke- 
lumne river aqueduct, which will 
bring a new water supply to Oakland. 

Officials of the construction company 
said the names of the victims could not 
be ascertained. Pumps were sent to the 
scene. 

Waters from Orinda creek rose so rap- 
idly that the men in the tunnel could 
not be warned in time to save their 
lives, the chief of the cQnstruction crew 
said. 

The tunnel is one of two similar 
projects being built to carry water 
around the Orinda hills into Oakland. 
It is approximately 1 mile long, 10 feet 
in diameter, and “U” shaped. 

Although full details of the accident 
were not known at the office of the 
construction concern, it was believed 
the force of the water from the creek 
caused the sides of the bulkhead to 
cave in. Tons of earth are believed to 
have been carried down upon the work- 
ers, who at the time were placing wood- 
en support work preparatory to the 
pouring of concrete. 


King George Approves 
Canada’s Envoy Here 


London, Nov. 25 (By A. P.).—King 
George today gave approval of the ap- 
pointment of the Hon. Vincent Massey 
as first Canadian Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary to the United States. 

Mr. Massey was appointed to the 
Washington legation by an order in 
council issued by the Canadian cabi- 
net at Ottawa November 10. An- 
nouncement was made before he left 
with Premier Mackenzie King to attend 
the imperial conference in London. He 
is 39 years old, a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto and Oxford, and was 
a member of the Mackenzie King cabi- 
net in 1925.

Norfolk, Va., Nov. 25 (By A. P.).— 
The story of how a girl stowed away 
on a ship at Hamburg, Germany, and 
remained in hiding seventeen days 
until just before she reached Wil- 
mington, N. C., where hunger forced 
her from her hiding place, was told 
in a report received at immigration 
district headquarters here today from 
Inspector Ford at Wilmington. The 
girl is Therese Struckmann, aged 20, 
a trained nurse, and the ship on 
which she stowed away is the Ger- 
man steamer Bockenheim, which dock- 
ed at Wilmington several days ago. 
Miss Struckmann told the immigra- 
tion inspector that she wanted to join 
her uncle, Frank W. Enschliz, in Claire 
City, S. Dak. She denied that any one 
had aided her and said she was with- 
out food during the seventeen days 
she was in hiding. : 

The girl had certificates from sey- 
eral German hospitals showing she 
was considered a first-class nurse. 
High salaries paid nurses in the United 
States lured her into undergoing the 
hardships she experienced. She was 
ordered deported.

Little Rock, Ark., Nov. 25 (By A. P.). 
Tornadoes, striking sharply at a half 
dozen widely scattered points in Ar- 
kansas, late today and early tonight 
exacted a toll of 29 lives and accounted 
for at least 50 injured, 7 seriously, with 
reports still incomplete, and turned 
Thanksgiving day prayer and joy into 
sorrow. 

The greatest loss of life and property 
damage occurred, it was believed, at 
Heber Springs, Cleburne county, where 
fifteen persons were killed, an unde- 
termined number injured and approxi- 
mately fifteen blocks of dwellings in 
the north section of the little town 
destroyed 

At Opelo, some 75 miles southwest, 
in Conway county, a party which gath- 
ered at the home of Jake Stafford, 
seeking shelter from rising winds, saw 
the family annihilated when the resale 
dence was blown away. Seven were 
hurt and five killed. 

Eight persons were killed and 30 in- 
jured at Moscow, a small community in 
Jefferson county, including several ne- 
groes. 

A child was killed at Sheridan. 

The Arkansas Gazette and railroad 
office here compiled the death toll and 
their figures were believed to be exact.

Wires were down from here to Paris, 
Booneville, Quitman, and Plainview, 
all in the possible path of the disturb- 
ance. Information from Fort Smith 
sald heavy rains and hail fell in Logan 
and Yell counties. 
Fire broke out in several: places at 
Heber Springs when buildings were des- 
troyed by the tornado there. A school- 
house was reported destroyed at Heber 
Springs, but no casualties were re- 
ported in it, due to the day being a 
school holiday. 
Property damage, it was indicated, 
was greatest at Heber Springs, where a 
railroad station agent reported, in an 
interrupted message, that fifteen blocks 
of dwellings had been damaged and 
that a second terrific wind storm pre- 
vented search for more dead and im 
jured. 
“Lights are out. It is raining hard. 
The wind still blows. Everything is 
in an uproar and confusion,” the He- 
ber Springs operator said in broken con- 
versation over the troubled wire. 

Eight Dead in Moscow. 
Pine Bluff, Ark., Nov. 25 (By A. P.). 
Eight persons are known dead and 30 
or more are injured as a result of @ 
tornado that swept through Moscow, 
& small community 10 miles south of 
here, late today, according to reports.

Bishop Hafey Thanks God 
for Generation of Martyrs 
in Southern Republic. 


ASSERTS CHURCH THERE 
OPPOSES BOLSHEVISM 


Diplomats and Federal Offi- 
cers Attend Colorful Cere- 
mony at St. Patrick’s 


Upholding the Catholic Church in 
Mexico as a barrier to the communiza- 
tion of that country, Bishop William 
J. Hafey, of Raleigh, N. C., delivered a 
scathingly bitter philippic against per- 
secutors of the Mexican clergy at the 
annual Pan-American mass in “St. 
Patrick’s cathedral yesterday. A bril- 
liant congregation, which included 
diplomats, Federal and municipal offi- 


cials and distinguished citizens at- 


tended. 

Representatives of virtually every 
South and Central American country 
heard Bishop Hafey’s address, with the 
notable exception of Mexico, none of 
whose envoys was observed at the cere- 
mony. Strikingly colorful aspects were 
lent to the services by the full-dress 
uniforms worn by many of the diplo- 
mats, the national: emblems and flags 
of the various Pan-American nations 
decorating the cathedral, and the pro- 
cession of church dignitaries in gor- 
geous robes that preceded the celebra- 
tion of the mass. 

Bishop Hafey drew a vivid parallel 
between the condition of the orthodox 
church in Russia standing forth as an 
obstacle ta bolshevism and that of 
the Catholic religion in Mexico today. 
The real issue, he said, is between the 
bolshevistic and the American ideal. 


Thanks God for Martyrs. 


The “Thanksgiving Day” note of his 
powerful sermon was struck when, 
leaning forward in the pulpit after a 
stirring tribute to the American form 
of government, Bishop Hafey stated 
that “‘because the bishops of Mexico 
and the clergy of/Mexico and the people 
of Mexico have determined, if need be, 
to die for the American ideal is the 
reason why we thank God today for 
raising up a generation of patriots and 
martyrs.” 

The mass was celebrated by Arch- 
bishop Michael J. Curley, of Baltimore, 
officers of the ceremony being the Rev. 
James J. O’Connor, deacon; the Rev. 
Francis X. Cavanaugh, subdeacon; the 
Rev. John K. Cartwright, and the Rev. 
Francis J. Hurney, masters of cere- 
monies. Throughout the entire mass, 
the sanctuary choir, the mixed choir 
and a stringed orchestra played specially 
arranged music. The cadet corps of St. 
John’s college, resplendent in new uni- 
forms, lined the aisles, and came to 
salute when the bugle rang out at the 
elevation of the host.

Held Insane, He Kills

BUM ROGERS, TAKEN 
AS $100,000 BANDIT. 
HAS ONLY A PENNY 


Sought Since Last December, 
Pal of Killer Is Seized by 
22 Detectives. 


IDENTIFIED AS CHIEF 
OF PAYROLL ROBBERS 


Man Who Twice Made Daring 
Escapes Captured Asleep; 
Then Alarm Rings. 


New York, Nov. 25 (By A. P.).—Five 
minutes before the tinkle of an alarm 
clock might have sent him out of reach 


of the arm of the law, John J. “Bum” 
Rogers, escaped convict, was captured 
today in his bed in a Bronx tenement 
house. 

Retiring last night as a free but 
widely hunted man, wanted since his 
escape shortly before Christmas last 
year, the former convict awoke on 
Thanksgiving day to face an army of 
detectives. 

Twenty-two men, heavily armed, 
swooped in on the apartment, on the 
fourth floor of a building in Third ave- 
nue. Guns, pistols and blackjacks con- 
fronted the dazed and seedy fugitive, 
whose appearance long ago earned him 
his “monicker.”” As he rose to a sitting 
posture, a blackjack “placed’’ him in 
position for the manacles, and a search 
which has been pursued intensively for 
the criminal in New York, New Jersey 
and elsewhere was concluded. While he 
was dressing the clock he had set to 
awaken him sounded its alarm. 

’ Questioned at police headquarters, 
Rogers, alias John J. O’Brien and 
Hughes, disclaimed having participated 
in any of the robberies of recent 
months in which his name has become 
a recurrent symbol. 


Denies Leaving the City. 


He said he had not been outside Man- 

hattan and the Bronx since his escape 
lgst December, and search of the apart- 
ment in the tenement failed to reveal 
any money or stolen goods. 
The only objects in the pockets of 
the man who was believed to have par- 
ticipated in numerous robberies and 
the sensational $100,000 holdup of a 
mail truck in Elizabeth, N.*J., last 
month were a cent and a button. His 
clothes were ill kept and a ragged 
mustache, grown apparently for dis- 
guise, added to his characteristic 
“down-and-out” appearance. 

‘At the police station he heard him- 
self referred to as “just a bum,” and 
not the daring fellow “made a hero of 
in the papers.” 

“If I had all the money one paper 
said,”” he commented stolidly, “I’d be 
a rich man.” 

Rogers escaped December 14 last. A 
guard taking him to Sing Sing to 
serve 36 years for various robberies was 
clubbed by a pal of Rogers as the train 
entered the station at 125th street, 
New York, and the two fied. 

During the eleven months of. free- 
dom the name of ‘‘Bum” Rogers was 
linked with nearly every robbery of 
magnitude and daring in the metropoli- 


| sented. 


tan area. It was widely thought he 
had led the gang in the Elizabeth rob- 
bery in which the driver of the mail 
truck was killed, a policeman guard- 
ing it injured and $100,000 taken. 


Police Record Is Long. 


Rogers has had a long criminal ca- 
reer, which began more than twenty 
years ago. In 1917 he was sentenced 
for assault and’ robbery to fourteen 
years in Sing Sing. He was paroled 
three years later by Gov. Smith, but 
was “up” again frequently afterward, 
and achieved public notice by escaping 
with two others from Blackwell island 
in the East river in 1925. One of his 
companions was “James” (Killer) Cu- 
niffe, who was shot in Detroit recently, 
and was believed to have figured in the 
mail robbery under Rogers’ direction. 

Rogers was said to have been posi- 
tively identified as the leader of a gang 
of six which stole a $100,000 pay roll 
last July and his name was next men- 
tioned in the robbery of the Merck 
Chemical Co., at Rahway, N. J. 


Jersey Has No Evidence. 


Somerville, N. J., Nov. 25 (By A. P.). 
State police tonight said that John 
“Bum” Rogers, recaptured in New York 
today, was not connected by them with 
the Elizabeth mail robbery on October 
14, nor with the slaying of Frank E. 
Kearney and his son, Robert, near New 
Brunswick on October 4. 

“We have nothing to connect Rogers 
with the Elizabeth robbery,” an offi- 
cial said. 

Railway police also denied that 
Rogers had ever been connected with 
the Merck chemical robbery.

COBHAM UNABLE TO FL 
FROM LINER IN PLANE 


With Lady Cobham, He 
Board Aero, Then Finds No 
Way of Dropping Aid. 


New York, Nov. 25 (By A. P.).—-Fail- 
ure marked the attempt today of Sir 
Alan Cobham, British aviator and lec- 
turer, who arrived on the liner Homeric, 
to fly a “moth” plane from quarantine 
to the Battery, to prove that mails 
could thus be expedited. 

The only time that the small plane 
soared in the air was when it was 
hoisted from the aft deck of the Ho- 
meric to the water below. After being 
buffeted by ground swells the “moth” 
was finally towed to the Battery and 
later to Miller’s field, Staten island. 

Sir Alan and Lady Cobham boarded 
the plane on the ship and were hoisted 
over the port side without incident. 
The plane was steadied by guide ropes 
controlled from the ship, while its 
wings were unfolded and fastened tm 
their proper position. Two officers of 
the Homeric stood on the pontoons dur- 
ing the hoisting and lowering, but after 
one of them had been removed it was 
discovered that there was no arrange- 
ment to take off the man who was to 
have cranked or turned over the pro- 
peller. 

The ground swell by that time was 
too strong to permit a safe take-off 
from the water. The problem of get- 
ting the “moth” to.the battery was 
solved by having a tug tow the plane. 
Meanwhile the Homeric had passed the 
battery, and a marine police boat was 
dispatched to search .for the plane, as 
the rumor spread that the occupants 
were lost. e police boat discovered 
the plane unoccupied and found Sir 
Alan and Lady Cobham aboard the tug. 

Members of the Aeronautical Society 
of America greeted them at the Bat- 
tery, hailing the British aviator as a 
pioneer. 

Many passengers on the Homeric 
voiced indignation that they had 
missed their trains and Thanksgiving 
dinners due to the ship’s three hours’ 
delay in docking to enable Sir Alan 
to make his attempt.

future, the annual report of Maj. Gen. 
Amos A. Fries, chief of chemical war- | 
fare service, states. 


There are, however, great possibilities 
for more economical and effective use 
of these chemicals, and these possibili- 
ties necessitate development of more 
effective defensive measures, he asserts. 

The commercial application and de- 
velopment of chemicals is constantly 
increasing the supply which may be 
utilized in warfare, and for this reason 
close contacts are maintained with the 


chemical industry. 
Progress made by. the service during 
the year has been concerned with de-| 
velopment of defensive methods and | 
equipment, offensive weapons, medical 
research and investigations undertaken | 
to determine poisonous substances 
which may be effectively employed for 
eradication or control of insect pests. 
Training in chemical warfare meth- 
ods has continued in all corps areas 
and departments, and a broader knowl- 
edge of the subject is being acquired 
by all troops. This training, the report 
recommends, should be increased if 
our troops are to be sufficiently pre- 


The total strength of the service is 
89 officers, two warrant officers and 
399 enlisted men and is inadequate for 
proper performance of duties allotted. 
A minimum of 174 officers and 1,200 
men is necessary. The reserve officer 
strength is 1,168, and 1,273 officers still 
are required. 

The service has procurement dis- 
tricts with headquarters in Boston, New 
York, Pittsburgh, Chicago and San 
Francisco, and as many sources of ma- 
terial have been located, and numer- 
ous surveys of industrial establishments 
made.

“These expenditures,” said the gov- 
ernor’s letter, “undoubtedly played an 
important part in his success. He now 
states that these were made in his 
behalf by his friends without his 
knowledge or consent. Such expendl- 
tures without the knowledge or con- 
sent of a candidate are expressly for- 
bidden under the provisions of our 
statutes and a penalty of $500 is im- 
posed for each offense. The nominee 
accordingly has profited very mate- 
rially by the wholesale criminal acts of 
his friends and is exactly in the posi- 
tion of a man who is receiving stolen 
goods.”

| New York, Nov. 25 (By A. P.). 
Bishop John J. Dunn, head of the 
chancery office of the Catholic arch- 
diocese of New York, declared tonight 
that “the Catholic church has always 
protested against tyranny and selling 
of women in marriage.” 


Bishop Dunn’s statement was made 
|in reply to one by Bishop Manning, of 
‘the Protestant Episcopal church criti- 
'cizing the Oatholic church for its an- 
nulment of the Vanderbile-Marl- 
borough marriage. 

“Whatever doubt one might have 
had,” said Bishop Dunn, “with regard 
'to the compelling force of the evi- 
dence submitted in the Rota is all dis- 
pelled in the amazing and shocking ex- 
| posure contained in the sworn evidence 
given by those closest to Consuelo 
Vanderbilt. It did seem that the days 
of making women captives and hold- 
ing them captives for marriage has 
passed. 

“Bishop Manning has stressed very 
vehemently the claims of the civil law 
as well as of the ecclesiastical law from 
the fact that the marriage took place 
in the United States and was per- 
formed according to the rite of the 
Protestant Episcopal church. He over- 
looks the higher and the more essen- 
tial law, namely, the natural law, the 
law -written into the very nature of 
things by God himself, which neither 
civil nor ecclesiastical law can change.

The 
officiating clergyman in a religious cere- 
mony or the official in a civil ceremony 
stands only as a witness to the mar- 
riage for the purpose of public knowl- 
edge and public record. 

“Tf at the moment of the making 
of the contract either party is neither 
free to give or is prevented from freely 
giving this essential consent, then 
there is no power in this world that 
can possibly supply or later heal the 
fundamental and essential defect in 
the contract. The only course is for a 
renewal of the ceremony or a full com- 
munication to each other of mutual 
consent. 

“The Catholic Church in this partic- 
ular instance simply is defending the 
sanctity of marriage in its very essen- 
tials when it applies to the Marlbor- 
ough marriage what it has applied from 
the dawn of Christianity in similar in- 
stances, namely, the principle ‘what 
God has joined together, let no man

Mexico City, Nov. 25 (By A. P.).— 
Speculation on future developments in 
the relations between Mexico and the 
United States has increased since the 
newspapers printed the final install- 
ments of the notes exchanged between 
the two governments on the Mexican 
oil and. alien land laws, and the Mexi- 
can government let it be known, 
although in .a statement not labeled 
official, that it has said all it has to 
say on the subject and sees no neces- 
sity of further notes. 

,Apparently the editorial declaration 
of El Universal that Mexico is only 
maintaining her sovereign rights rep- 
resents a widespread popular convic- 
tion. President Calles is receiving ex- 
pressions of support from the various 
political groups both regarding the oil 
and land laws and Nicaraguan affairs. 

With no present prospects of either 
Mexico or the United States changing 
its position, some think that the situa- 
tion will simmer along until January, 
when the Mexican government, in ac- 
cordance with the laws then to be put 
into effect, confiscates the land of for- 
eigners who have not renounced the 
protection of their governments with 
regard to such property. 

Foreign Secretary Saenz said today 
that the matter now rested with the 
Washington government, which may de- 
clare whether it is satisfied with Mex- 
ico’s explanations. 


Courteous Attitude Taken. 


The Mexican government, he added, 
adhering to a courteous attitude, had 
replied to all the notes sent by the 
American State Department by setting 
forth the Mexican views. 

President Calles has received a mes- 
sage signed by 33 members of the ma- 
jority group in the senate saying: 

“The revolutionary group, consider- 
ing that the executive fulfills a high 
patriotic duty in upholding the na- 
tionalistic legislation passed by con- 
gress, unanimously resolved, in connec- 
tion with the published notes ex- 
changed with the American govern- 
ment, to send you a vote of adhesion 
and confidence.” 

The Department of Industry and 
Commerce today sent a reminder to the 
oil companies reading: “On December 
31 expires the term granted to individ- 
uals and corporations engaged in the 
oil industry in which to demand ratifi- 
cation on their ownership rights, if 
within the specifications contained in 
Articles 12 and 14 of the oil law.

Zweifel took the poison after he re- 
turned home following the shooting, 
Monday night, November 15. He con- 
fessed he killed to avenge a wrong he 
fancied his wife’s parents had commit- 
ted. He shot his mother-in-law, Mrs. 
John Grosse, and then fired a shotgun 
charge through a window. When sev- 
eral persons ran from the house, he 
fired more shots after them and killed 
Robert Zweifel, 20, his brother. 

Clarence Zweifel, 14; Emmanuel 
Grosse, 24, and Mrs. Solomon Grosse, 
30, were wounded, but are recovering. 

Zweifel pleaded guilty on November 


18 and was sentenced to life imprison-

THE CRISIS WITH MEXICO. 


In some quarters it is lightly assumed that 
the United States government is indulging in a 
meaningless exchange of notes with Mexico and 
that nothing will come of the intimation that 
diplomatic relations will be severed if Mexico 
persists in applying its retroactive and confis- 
catory laws to property owned by Americans. 
This assumption is based upon the opinion that 
Mexico is acting within its rights as a sover- 
eign; that Americans must submit‘to the laws 
of a foreign country when they risk their 
money in it. 

The fact is, however, that a break is impend- 
ing. It can be avoided only if Mexico shall 
exempt American property from laws which 
The ex- 
emption of American property would make the 


are intended for general application. 


laws futile, and would mark a complete aban- 
donment of the communistic theory of prop- 
ers; which Mexico has adopted. There is no 
indication that Mexico intends to abandon that 
theory. On the contrary, the Mexican govern- 
ment has given clear notice that it will carry 
the laws into effect. 

The difference between the United States and 
Mexico is fundamental. It is not merely a ques- 
tion of making further explanations for the 
sake of maintaining friendly relations.

The latest failure of the navy to drive sea- 
planes a greater distance than ever before 
handicaps under 
which present day aviation must labor. The 
PN-10 planes, Nos. 1 and 2, manned by the 
most capable crews the navy was able to mus- 
ter, both had been specially equipped and 
tested for the flight from Norfolk, Va., to 
Colon, Canal Zone.

No pains were spared to 


make certain that so far as was humanly pos- 
‘sible they were capable of making the 2,060- 
mile journey. Yet plane No. 2, the flag- 
ship, was forced down by fuel exhaustion after 
having flown but 1,185 miles of the distance, 
and plane No. 1 proceeded but 213 miles 
farther before a broken oil feed line forced it 
to alight. 

In the case of plane No. 1, the fact is 
apparent immediately that airplanes, especially 
single-motored ships, are still delicate pieces of 
fine machinery, which can function over great 
distances only if good fortune follows in their 
wake. The plane and all its equipment un- 
doubtedly were in perfect mechanical condi- 
tion before the take-off. The crew in charge 
were well experienced and neither manhandled 
nor abused the ship. Vibration, however, al- 
ways present to a greater or less degree in air- 
craft, insidiously tapping away at the engine 
over a considerable period of time, probably 
loosened one of the pipes feeding precious 
lubrication to the working parts and finally 
forced the ship to the water. 

To the average man in the street it will be 
difficult to explain the failure of the No. 
2 ship. Surely it should be easy to ascertain 
beforehand how much fuel any plane will con- 
sume per mile or per’ hour, and by mathemati- 
cal deduction how much will be necessary for 
any given distance. The answer, however, is 
that in flying great distances a plane must be 
operated on a narrow margin of reserve fuel, 
because the lift load of a ship is limited, and 
adverse winds or other conditions impossible 
to foresee may eat up this reserve in short 
order. 

The failure should not be considered a blot 
on the escutcheon of the navy, for an attempt 
was being made to accomplish something which 
heretofore has been considered impossible. The 
flight should be considered rather in the na- 
ture of a laboratory experiment from which 
sufficient knowledge may be gained to make 
possible at a later date similar or even longer 
seaplane journeys. 


FEDERAL AND DISTRICT RELATIONS. 


Since the publication of figures purporting 
to give the appraisal of Federal property in 
the District compared with the total value of 
all holdings, there would seem to be less reason 
than ever for opposition that has manifested 
itself in Congress against the proposed gen- 
eral survey of the fiscal situation. If Con- 
gress insists upon authorizing appropriations 
for the support of the District on the basis of 
a lump sum rather than a ratio, it should have 
definite and accurate information on the sub- 
ject, so that it may act fairly and justly both 
to the Federal and the District governments, 
and that is all that is sought by. the proposed 
inquiry. 

Figures were made public Wednesday indi- 
cating that. the government owns less than 
one-third of the property within the District. 
The $9,000,000 lump sum granted in recent 
appropriation bills is held by some of the in- 
fluential members of the House to be dispropor- 
tionate to the value of Federal property, and 


wefforts will be made in the next session to re- 


duce this lump sum by $1,000,000; this 
means, of course, further burdens for the local 
taxpayers. The estimated total value of all 
property in the District is $1,430,000,000, 
while that of the Federal government is fixed 
at $400,000,000. If these figures are accurate, 
those who are urging a further reduction in 
the contribution of the Federal government 
undoubtedly will use that fact as justification 
for their demands. District Auditor Donovan 
and some members of the House are of the 
opinion the $400,000,000 estimate does not 
approximate the real value of the government’s 
property. It is for that reason they ask for 
the general survey. 

The House appropriations committee, ap- 
parently, has accepted this estimate as the 
basis upon which it apportions the supply bill 
for the District, Chairman Madden and some 
of his colleagues on the, committee holding 
that the division as determined in recent meas- 
ures is liberal. Naturally men of such minds 
oppose the idea of the survey, but it. does seem 
that no harm can come from a thorough in- 
quiry into the whole subject. A bill providing 
for a survey, favorably reported from the Dis- 
trict -committee, is on the House calendar 
awaiting action. It should receive favorable 
consideration. Both views can not be correct, 
and both factions ought to welcome ascertain- 
ment of the exact facts. Until they have been 
obtained Congress is in no position to act in- 
telligently and: fairly on this important ques- 
tion which affects the taxpayers of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia.

GOVERNMENT BUILDINGS. 


One of the most difficult problems put up 
to the members of the cabinet, who are charged 
with the duty of locating public buildings, 
was contained in the ‘‘omnibus public build- 
ing bill’? which passed during the latter days 


of the last session. Ostensibly for the purpose 


of treating all sections of the country fairly, 
a provision was incorporated in that bill which 
directs that all the States shall be considered 
when the distribution of the ‘‘pork’’ is made. 


Those members of Congress who were re- 
sponsible for thus tying the hands of the three 
members of the cabinet concerned are very 
much in the position of one who has been 
“hoist by his own petard,” for there is scarcely 
& member representing a district outside the 
big cities of the country who has not discoyer- 
ed that every village of 5,000 inhabitants be- 
lieves itself entitled to the honor of a Federal 
building. 

One member from the West coast has been 
driven almost insane in an effort to placate 
his constituents who are insisting upon con- 
sideration when it come to selecting the towns 
that are to be honored with a government 
building. He has no fewer than seven good- 
sized cities or villages in his district which 
are vying with é@ach other for the honor of 
first place. Nor is he the only member thus 
worried, for the same rivalry exists in more 
than 20 per cent of the districts, particularly 
those of the trans-Mississippi section. | Of 
course these rival claims are passed up for the 
consideration of the cabinet officers who form 
the selecting commission, with the result that 
aside from ascertaining the needs of addi- 
tional facilities in New York, Chicago and a 
few other cities of the first class, no progress 
whatever has yet been made toward carrying 
out the building program, which contemplates 
the expenditure of $165,000,000 within the 
next ten years. It is a perfectly safe assump- 
tion that many members of the. House are 
hoping that their particular districts will be 
among the last to receive consideration. 


SHOP EARLY ! 


Breaking a precedent as*‘old as the oldest 
mercantile establishment in the _ District, 
Washington stores today are placing on dis- 
play their complete stocks of Christmas wares. 
In former years holiday goods were not placed 
on sale till the month of December. This 
year, however, local merchants have made a 
special effort to obtain from wholesalers and 
jobbers at an earlier date than heretofore the 
special holiday goods designed to meet the 
needs of Christmas gift giving, ordered 
months in advance of the season. Both stores 
and warehouses now are well stocked, and 
there is no reason why Christmas buying 
should not be started at once. 

Analysis of past Christmas shopping statis- 
tics by the Merchants.and Manufacturers as- 
sociation reveals a remarkable tendency during 
later years to make purchases well in advance 
of the usual holiday shopping rush. In part 


-the change is attributed ‘to the campaign for 


early Christmas shopping launched by 
women’s clubs a_few years ago. The Post- 
office Department, too, has been stressing a 
‘mail early’? campaign for several seasons, 
and the newspapers of the country have been 
generous with space to impress upon the pub- 
lic the justice and wisdom of making the day 
before Christmas mobs of last minute buyers 
a thing of the past. 

There are only 25 more shopping days be- 
tween now and Christmas. Each will be in 
all probability more crowded than the. one 
preceding. At the present time stocks are 
complete and goods are fresh.

It is the part of wisdom for each 
and every individual to take personally the 
slogan appearing in the daily papers that it 
is wise in the interest of better service to shop 
early and mail early.

What Price Apple Sauce? 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: In 
a letter to The Post which appeared on 
Wednesday, Frank W. Bird calls atten- 
tion to the enormous crop of apples 
that is going to waste in Tennessee and 
Virginia. He also points out the wide 
spread between the price at which: the 
fruit is offered by the grower and the 
price asked by the proprietors of the 
fruit stands in Washington. Mr. Bird 
further suggests that there might be a 
much larger sale, and inferentially a 
greater demand, if the fruit was offered 
“at 1 to 2 cents each.” 

Thus again is brought to the atten- 
tion of the public the great spread be- 
tween cost of farm products at the 
point of production and the amount 
demanded from the consumer. How 
to reduce this spread is a question 
which has bothered the farmer, the 
merchant and the Department of Agri- 
culture for many years, and the solu- 
tion still eludes them all. 7 
The section of the country through 
which Mr. Bird traveled is not the only 
region where apples are literally rot- 
ting in thousand bushel lots. Ari 
through the North the same thing is 
noted, but there is apparently no 
remedy for this condition. Apples are 
a glut in every country market. Cold 
storage warehouses are filled with fruit, 
the evaporators have an oversupply, 
and the cider mills are running to ca- 
pacity. As to the difference between 
the farm price and the fruit stand 
price, which seems so marked to “the 
ultimate consumer,” that party to the . 
transaction probably never stops to 
figure out the items which go to ex- 
plain that, spread. 

For his enlightenment there is here 
given the actual cost of shipping 20 
bushels of apples from western New 
York to Washington a few weeks ago: 
The picker received 30 cents a bushel, 
or $6.00; the containers—and they were 
second-hand—cost $3.00; cartage from 
orchard to railroad, $2.50; freight, 
$5.96; delivery charges in Washington, 
$2.50; making the total, $19.96 for 
handling 20 bushels from grower to 
middleman. The latter has rent and 
help to pay, and no inconsiderable loss 
from spoilage. Is it surprising, there- 
fore, that apples which can be bought 


at 50 cents a bushel in the orchards 
fetch six times that figure when pur-

JEWS WILL CELEBRATE. 


CHANUKAH NEXT WEEK 


Feast of Lights, Commemo- 
rating Victory Over Syrian 
King, Starts Tuesday. 


EIGHT-DAY CELEBRATION 


Chanukah, the feast of dedication, 
or the feast of lights, commemorating 
the victory of the Jews in 168 B. C., 
over the Syrian king, Antiochus IV, 
when the latter attempted to force 
the Greek religion on them, will bé 
celebrated beginning next Tuesday at 


sundown and will continue eight days. 

Antiochus attempted to emulate 
Alexander the Great, but the Jews 
banded together, first under the leader- 
ship of the old priest, Mattathias, and 
later under his son, Judas Maccabeus, 
to resist not only the soldiers of the 
Syrian king, but his idea to force the 
Jews to accept and worship the various 
Greek gods instead of their one God, 
Jehovah. 

The first celebration throughout all 
synagogues in Washington wi be the 
lighting of the first of eight candles. 
The candles also will be lighted in the 
homes. Each day of the eight days of 
celebration and feasting a new candle 
will be lighted until on the last day 
eight are lighted and the feast will end. 

Special prayers and scriptural read- 
ing are to be recited in the synagogues, 
but the holiday nevertheless is regard- 
ed as a minor one because there is no 
injunction against labor on those 
days. In modern times the festival has 
assumed more and more the character 
of a children’s celebration, a period 
of great joy, marked by the playing 
of games and the recounting of the 
great deeds of the Jewish beroes and 
martyrs of the past. 

Most of the synagogues will hold only 
evening services. The Jewish Com- 
munity center will hold celebrations 
during the day.

quirements for success is cooper- 
ation, and when using the double the 
necessity for perfect partnership un- 
derstanding is even greater than at 
any other time. The worst bridge 
fatalities occur when one partner mis- 
understands the meaning of a double 
made by the other. The doubler and 
the doubler’s partner must speak and 
understand the same bridge language, 
or they will Babelize their game. If 
a player, about to double, fears that 
his partner may be in doubt as to 
the meaning, my advice is don't 
double. 


The previous articles this week have 
treated of no trump doubles only; but 
today, in discussing the distinction 
between business and informatory 
doubles, both no trump and suit-bids 
will be considered. 

Three conditions enter into the 
classification of the double: First, 
the size of the bid that has been 
doubled; second, whether the doubler’s 
partner has previously bid or doubled; 
third, whether the doubler is doubl- 
ing at the first opportunity. 

1. The size of the bid that has been 
doubled affects the situation because 
an. informatory double cannot be 
made of two or more no trumps, or 
four or more of a suit; but a double of 
one no trump, or of one, two or three 
of a suit is informatory unless condi- 
tion 2 or 3 makes it business. 

2. Whether the doubler’s partner has 
previously bid or doubled is most im- 
portant, as upon it depends the inter- 
pretation of thousands of doubles. 
When a player has once shown his suit, 
t is not necessary for his partner to 
ask him to repeat that information; 
and when, by a double of any kind 


or a no-trump bid, he has once shown | 


strength, his partner—if strong— 
probably will want to make a business 
double and penalize the adversaries. 
Therefore, after partner has bid or 
doubled, a double is business regard- 
less of the size of the bid that is dou- 
bled.

ing the six months of winter and 

early spring is of service, in the 
opinion of Dr. Barenberg and his as- 
sociates. For the purposes of the trial 
a large number of healthy children in 
a children’s home were made. use of. 
The children were given a good diet 
besides fruit juice and cod liver oil. 
They got as much sunlight as avail- 
able at that time of year in New York 
city. They were divided into two 
nearly equal groups—one group to be 
radiated, the other not. Accurate rec- 
ords were kept. The children were 
radiated three times a week for four 
months and then they were kept under 
observation without further radiation 
for several months. 

Radiation did mot. decrease the 
number of infections with common 
colds during the winter months, but 
the effect appeared to hang on, since 
during the spring months the chil- 
dren who had been radiated had fewer 
colds than did the others. 

The radiated children grew faster 
and kept in a better state of nutrition. 
This was more in evidence in the 
earlier months of the experiment than 
it was later on. The general tendency 
is to overdo the treatment. The chil- 
dren who got less radiation did better 
than those who got more. 

Radiation improved the texture of 
the skin and the muscle tone. 

While the experiment was on a mild 
epidemic of whooping cough broke out 
in the home. Some of the children 
with whooping cough were treated with 
the lamp. The conclusion was that 
light treatment is neither a cure for 
nor a preventive of whooping cough. 

Also, a small epidemic of chicken pox 
appeared in the home. Some of these 
cases were treated with light. The treat- 
ment did no good. The coloring matter 
of the blood of the ‘treated children did 
not increase while the treatment was 
going on, but it did so later on. If chil- 
dren are anemic, mercury vapor quartz 
lamp treatment may be of some service, 
but no quick action can bé expected. 

A fair conclusion is that this experi- 
ment indicates_that healthy children, 
properly fed, getting a little orange 
juice and cod liver oil daily, and ex- 
posed to a moderate amount of winter 
sunlight, do not need treatment with 
mercury vapor quartz lamps. Some of 
them get something from such treat- 
ments, provided it is not overdone and 
provided it is kept up for several 
months. 

How much it would benefit babies 
that do not get much sunlight and 
who are not fed orange juice and 
liver oil is another matter. Tae 
Other investigators seem to have 
peores that such babies improve great- 
y under lamp light treatment.
